by wbich it has been established. 

By the accompanying Report of two of the Directors it 
will be perceived that an appropriation is needed to pro- 
vide supplies and to defray the necessary expenses of the 
institution for six months. They also advise the erection 
of a small building at some distance from the main build- 
ing, to provide for those who may be furiously insane ; the 
cost of which they estimate at ^1,300. I have no hesita- 
tion in adding my recommendation to that of the Direc- 
tors, and in expressing the hope that no obstacle will be 
found in the way of making the necessary appropriations. 
Early last spring, circulars were addressed ta<the several 
town authorities in the State for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the number of insane persons in the Slate and such 
facts and circumstances in regard to ihem as it was sup- 
posed would be useful and interesting. Returns have 
been -received from only about two tliirds of the towns in 
the State. Estimating the whole number of insane from 
these returns, it will not vary much from six hundred. A 
considerable proportion of these, however, are cases of 
long standing, and their circumstances such as to render it 
prdbable that no application will be made for their admis- 
sion to the institution. There is however, every reason 
to believe that a large number of applications for admis- 
sion wiU be made immediately upon the opening of the 
institution, and that very soon the whole building will be 
occupied.

The compensation and salaries for the foregoii^; offieecs 
hare been fixed as follows : for the Diteotors jhe travel 
and per diem of members of the Legislature. For Super- 
intendent $800 per annum. Assistant Physician ^00. 
Steward ^SSO, and Matron #150. The four last sums 
exclusive of board. 

If this compensation should be deemed by the Legisla- 
ture either too high or too low, an opportunity is now 
afforded for placing it right, before the officers enter upon 
their respective duties. 

By the Report of the Directors it would seem that the 
Imte Hob. Bryce McLeilan of Somerset County, has 
bequeathed the sum of $500 to the Insane Hospital. As 
soon as a copy of the will has been received, it will be 
transmitted to you, if any legislative provision is deemed 
necessary to perfect the object of the benevolent donor.
